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PREFACE. 

Among the variety of small books 
published for the instruction of youth, 
there appears not to have been any of 
this kind yet offered for their amuse- 
ment; and as this pleasing method of 
teaching children has been found, by 
experience, to be an easy way of lead- 
ing them on in reading, the author has 
been induced, though at a considera- 
ble expense, to publish this small Hie- 
roglyphick BibU^ with a design to give 
them an early taste for the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and to engage them, as they ad- 
vance in years, more earnestly and 
seriously in the «tudy of the sacred 
books of the Old and JVew Testaments 

The pious and early instruction o\ 
children, is certainly a material part ol 
every parents duty : and youth has at 
all times been much benefited, when, 
by means of lively and striking images 
the most remarkable things that exist 
in the world are represented to them ; 
especially if the history of the Holy 
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Scriptures is imprinted into theo^ in 
their younger dajs. 

It is, above ail, a great advantage, 
when those persons who have the con- 
stant care and inspection over young 
children, and therewith gain an as- 
cendency or power over such tender 
minds, to guide their thoughts and in- 
clinations as they please. {I sav^ when 
these persons are able and fit to in- 
struct and teach the children.) And 
when thev possess that capacitv to 
excite a desire for knowledge, which 
naturally dwells in our hearts, it is an 
agreeable method to represent pleas- 
ing figures to them : Let the proper 
time never slip when* young infants 
show an inclination to receive instruc- 
tion ; but do not compel children to 
learn certain tasks in certain measured 
hours, for such compulsion, or con- 
straint, is oftener an obstacle than an 
encouragement towards learning the 
necessary and useful sciences. 

To render this small book useful and 
instructing we have .followed in chus- 
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ing passages from Holy Scripture the 
order observed therein ; beginning 
with the creation and finished with 
the redemption of mankind, interspers- 
ed with select moral doctrines ; and 
all of this we have quoted the most 
remarkable places in the Old and JVeu; 
Testaments. 

The whole sentences, which give an 
explanation of the figures, are placed 
at the bottom of each page ; and the 
words, which are represented by fi- 
gures, are particularly distinguished 
m Italic. By such facilitated and plea- 
sing means all sensible and well edu- 
cated, mothers, governesses, an^ nurs- 
es, have it in their-power to teach and 
instruct even the youngest children 
with proper ideas of the most impor- 
tant doctrines, and make them early 
acquainted with the momentous truths 
of the word of God.

THIS Fvangelt&t, wc an? loln wa? bom at JKaTarcth^ the 
|i)ace where our btesaed Saviour resided, and was the son of 
Alpheut and JUary, kinswoinari to the jjles^V virgin : His pc- 
cupation was that of a publican, or tax gatherer to the Ro- 
mans^ an ofiice detested by the generality oi the Jewn. After 
hit election to the apostleafaip, he continued with the rest un- 
til the ascension of his great and beloved Master, ^fier; 
which, for the first eight yea ri> at least he preached in differ- 
ent places niJudta ; then travelled into sevi^al parts, preach- 
ing the gospel, especiallv Kthiopio^ where he suffered mar- 
tyrdom, at a city called ^"addabar : but by uhat kind of death 
is not ct^rtainly known, tiiough tlte general opinion is that he 
was slain with an halbert^ 
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SAINT MARK. 

THIS Evangelist was descended from Jewish parcntr, and 
suppoied to tnve been converted by some of the apostles ; 
perriapf by St Peters whom he constantly attended in h\f^ 
travels; but however this be, he preached in Italy and at 
Romef where he wrote the gospel which is called afier his 
name. We are tt>ld by EvseHus^ that l^* was sent by St. Pe- 
ter into Egypt^ to preach the pospel, and having planted n 
church \u ^AlexcvMria^ the idolatrous inhabitants entered it 
while he was performing divine service, and binding his fee! 
with cords, dragged him through the streets to a precipicR 
near the sea, leaving him there in a prison fur titat night. 
The next morning they dragged him about in the ^ame man- 
ner until be expired, and afterwards burnt bis mangled body. 
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SAINT LUKE. 

ST. LUKE was born at Anthch^ the metropolis of %Wa, 
and travelled for iniprovenient into several parts of Greece 
and Kg}fj>t wlier$! he became particularly skiiied in physick, 
which he made his profession ; and was also famous for l>is 
dexterity in painting. He became the insejiarable companion 
of St. Paul in all his travels, and constant fellow labourer in 
the work of the ministry, who calls hhn the beloved physician. 
The time or manner T)f his death is not very well agreed on 
by the ancients; but some assert, that after coming hito 
Greece he successfully preached the gospel until at last a par- 
ty of infidels opposing his docrtines, they dragged him from 
the place where he was preaching, and hung him on an olive 
tree, in the 80th, or, according to St. Jerome^ in the 84th year 
of his age.

THIS Ijeloverl (Hsciple of our Lord was a native of GnV- e, 
«lhe soil of Zehedee and. />V//rmie, and brotlwr of James ilic 
jCFeiit. — After the ascension of our blessed Saviour, l«e appl rd 
biinself to pro|)agating C-hristianity, and founded ivhuy 
■charches in .^xia ; but being accused as a subverier of tbe 
relif^ion of the empire, he was sent ()onnd to Rome, by order 
of ihe emperor Domitian and thrown into a chaldron of boil- 
ing-oil ; but was talien out unhurt. — This not i)eing suiTirient 
•to ooiivince this cruel emperor, or abate his fury, he ordered 
him to be transported to tne island o{ Patmos, where he wrote 
his book of Revelationt. After the death of Domitian^ his 
suooessor recalled those that had been I Mini shed, and St. John 
letumed again to jImo, and fixed his seat at Ephesus, until 
daBth put an end to alt his toils and sufferings, in the 98th
